A Day of Brilliant Social Events at 
 Washington—The White- 
House Dinner.

The Guests Given a Banquet of Twenty- 
one Courses and Eight Kinds 
of Wine. 


Mrs. Carlisle Forced to Follow Where She 
Hoped to Lead—Oabinet Re- | 
ceptions! 


WASHINGTON, D. C., ‘Jan. 80.— |Special. |— 


Cabinet receptions were few today, Mrs. Lin- 


coln, Mrs. Chandler, and Mrs. Gresham being 
prevented by indisposition from receiving. 
Mrs. Frelinghuysen, Mrs. Brewster, Mrs. Teller, 
and Mrs. Carlisle bore the brunt of the visiting, 
and their parlors were thronged from 2 to 6 
o'clock. Mrs. Carlisle was assisted by Mrs. and 
Miss Cannon of Illinois, Mrs. Blount and Mrs. 
Saffie. Their toilets were respectively a rich 
sapphire velvet heavily trimmed with blue jet 
passementeries and with a frontage of pale-blue 
satin, a blue brocade, a pale pink brocade, and 
a rich fawn Ottoman trimmed with cardinal 
velvet and pointe. Among the Chicago callers 
were Mrs. Dr. Rice and Miss Washburn. 
THE WHITE HOUSE DINNER. 

The first State dinner of the season was given 
atthe White House tonight, the guests being 
invited to meet the Cabinet. The East room 
was decorated with palms, coleus, and various 
other graceful and variegated foliage plants. 
They were massed artistically, and the effect 
was to entirely transform the salon. The 
guests gathered here, and as the President en- 
tered the Marine Band played its accustomed 
salutation, and then the President gave his 
arm to Mrs. Frelinghuysen and the party en- 
tered the State dining-room in the following 


order: | 

The of State and Mrs. McElroy, the 
Secretary of War and Mrs. Chandler, the Sécretary 
of the Navy and Mrs. Lincoln, the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Brewster, the Attorney-General and 
Mrs. Gresham, the Secretary of the Interior and 
Mrs. Carlisle, the Speaker of the House and Mrs. 
Teller, Admiral Porter and Mrs. Sheridan, Gen. 
Sheridan and Mrs. Conger, and Senator Vance, 
Senator Harrison, Senator Aldrich, the Hon. Mr. 
Liiscock, Senator Conger, and Bishop Simpson, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. Simpson, Mrs. 
Vance, Howard White, Mrs. Kinsley, Mrs. Hiscock, 
Miss Gresham, and Miss Frelinghuysen. 

The table was decorated superbly with 
flowers. ‘he centre-piece was a raised pavil- 
ion of roses, azalias, carnations, lilies of the 
valley, and capping all two large clusters of the 
odd archids, the nun-flower. Beneath this 
floral canopy, on the long mirror that covers 
the centre of the table, floated three or four 
canoes manned by roses and freighted with 
carnations. Along the edges of the mirror 
were set flambeaux of white and 
crimson hyacinths, and depending from 
the roof-tree of the pavilion were clusters of 
Marsha! Neils. Two circular pieces flanked 
this, composed of bon silenes, lilies of the val- 
ley, and carnations and the intervais were filled 
with confections, conserved citrons and other 
fruits, spun sugar, and bon-bons of quaintest 
design in wrappers of daintiest finish. These 
in turn were interspersed with massive silver 
candelabra, with tiny rose-colored shades about 
the wax lights. At each lady’s plate lay a cor- 
sage bouquet of either jacqueminots, Marshal 
Neils, lilies of the valley, merinets, or cookes. 
They were tied with fawn, rose-pink, pale-biue, 
and cream ribbous respectively, and each gen- 
tleman was provided with a boutoniere, the 
President's being a jacqueminot bud. 

Among the ladies’ bouquets, Mrs. Sheridan’s, 
Mrs. Simpson's, Mrs. Brewster's, and Mrs. 
Kinsley’s were perhaps the handsomest, and 
the menu cards were embossed in gold and 
stamped with the eagle. Before each piate 
were eight glasses, and during the twenty-one 
courses these were filled with chablis, sherry, 
Rhine wine, claret, burgundy, champagne, 
brandy, and liqueurs. The guests remained 
seated until 10 o'clock, when they separated to 
attend the four entertainments at Mrs. Laugh- 
ton’s, Mrs. Berry’s, Mrs. Redfern's, and the 
Army and Navy german, the last named being 
the final rendezvous for the gay world. 

GRIEVANCES. 


The fact that the President did not escort the 
wife of the Speaker to the table tonight will 
doubtless cause as much gossip as the fact 
that neither the Speaker nor his wife were in- 
vited to the dinner given by the Secretary of 
State to the President and the Justices last 
night. The reason given why the President 
escorted Mrs. Secretary Frelinghuysen tonight, 
instead of Mrs. Speaker Carlisle, as he 
did New-Year's Day, is said to 
be because the dinner tonight was 
especially given to the Cabinet, and that 
the post of honor was therefore due to Mrs. 
Frelinghuysen. It is possible that the Presi- 
dent felt it necessary to do something to re- 
move some social grievances said to exist be- 
cause he gave to Mrs. Carlisle New-Year’s-Day 
the position of the first lady of the land. What- 
ever the reason, Mrs. Frelinghuysen was es- 
corted by the President tonight, and the wife 
of the Speaker was not, and last night the 
Speaker was not invited to Secretary Freling- 
huysen's. It has always been customary to in- 
vite the Speaker to the first of a series 
of dinners given by the Secretary of State, 
but the invitations of last night®were confined 
to the President and the Justices. This possi- 
bly will occasion still more social dissatisfac- 
tion, as the Cabinet will perhaps not be pleased 
to be placed in the rank below the Justices of 
the Supreme Court. Questions of this sort are 
being discussed by the Washington Vanity Fair. 
There evidently seems to be a disposition to 
make some departure and to attempt to put 
some sort of a social veto upon what may have 
been an inadvertence on the part of the Presi- 
dent in giving Mrs. Speaker Carlisle the rank- 
ing place New-Year’s Day.

YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


The Improvement Company Alleged to 
Dollars—Failure to Place 
the Bonds. 


Sr. PavL, Minn., Jan. 30.—[{Special.|—A gen- 
tleman conversant with affairs in and about the 
Yellowstone Park said to a reporter last even- 
ing that the attachment against the Improve- 
ment Company was to have been expected, and 


that the continued lenity of creditors had 


surprised him a good deal. He averred that 


ethe National Park Improvement Company was 


a debtor to the extent of several hundred 
thousand dollars; in fact, had made such small 
payments to employés, as well as to those who 
had furnished lumber, stone, ete., that the 
credits amounted to but a drop in the bucket, 
and employés espédially were in a con- 
state of turmoil and disaffection. The 
gentleman said further that Rufus Hatch had 
only placed a small portion of the bonds dur- 
ing bis London trip, Vest's resolution in Con- 
gress and prospective Bostile legislation fright- 
ening investors. AS & consequence the com- 
pany had little income and great outlay. Money 
could not be made, ibly, until the next 
‘season of park » months distant yet. 
and meantime the nses continue heavy. 
Three additional in the park this season 
were an absolute necessity, as tourists would 
not flock to uncomfortable tents and insuffi- 
cient food. In the gentleman's opinion the rea- 
son the botel property had not been already 
attached was that it Was within the reservation 
and not subject to legal process for debt. His

A DANKERIS STATEMENT.

Funeral of Com 
Wasninoton, D. 


essman Mackey. 
„ Jan. 30.—[Special.]— 
When a Represen dies in Washington dur- 
ing a session of Co it is the custom, ur- 
less the members or family object, to have 
the funeral services n the Hall of Representa- 
tives. This custom Was observed today in the 
Mackey, who died early 
Monday morning. rtly after 1 o'clock the 
Senators, who had been officially invited to at- 
tend, filed into the House and took seats in 
frout of the Speaker’s desk. It was nearly an 
hour later before the funeral cortége arrived, 
preceded by the pal}bearers and the officiating 
clergyman. The fin was placed in the 
open space f the reading-desk. The 
widow and several relatives accompanied by 
some fifty personal friends, followed the re- 
mains and were given seats near the coffin. 
As the procession entered the door the Repre- 
sentatives rose and remained standing until the 
coffin had been arranged and the mourners 
given seats. Deep silence prevailed. Every 
chair in the large hall was occupied, while the 
spacious galleries were crowded. The service 
was short and impressive. The Chaplain of 
the Senate read a selection from the Scriptures, 
ana Dr. Shippen, pastor of All Souls’ (Unita- 
rian) Church, delivered a brief address. Beue- 
diction was then pronounced by the Chaplain of 
the House, the procession was reformed, and 
the remains borne out to their last resting- 
place in Glenwood Cemétery. 
Mackey's widow is an octoroon. Her father 
was one of the famous Sumter family of South 
Carolina. When sbe was about 12 years old 
Mackey sent her to school at Oberlin, O., where 
she remained five years. She was graduated 
with honors and was immediately afterward 
married to Mackey. Sheis a woman of 
personal attractions and fine accomplishments 
She is left with four children, one of them a 


babe of a few weeks. The eldest child is aged 


8. Although Mackey was in public life in 
South Carolina during an era when it was not 
considered disreputable there tor a politician 
to be corrupt, his hands remained clean. He 
leaves an estate hardly sufficient for the sup- 
port of his widow and children.

He 
went to Cleveland in 1864, and has since occupied a 
leading position in his profession. His contribu- 
tions to medical literature have been extensive, 
and, while confined in the first instance to profes- 
sional periodicals, have been since (in part) issued 
in book form. He was an active worker in the 
abolition movement, and has for years, as & 
speaker and writer, taken a prominent part in the 
éffort.

THE KENTUCKY CONTEST. 


Seventy-three Ballots—An Agreement 
to Elect a Senator Tonight. 
Lovisvitie, Ky., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—The 
Senatorial caucus experienced a new sensation 
this evening previous to commencing tne bal- 
lot in the shape of a resolution introduced by 
Representative Triplett, one of Sweeney's lead- 


ers. The document proposed to withdraw 
Sweeney’s name before a ballot should be 
taken, and that the next ballot thereafter 
should be had between the remaining candi- 
dates, and then the hindmost man should be 
dropped until a final ballot could be had be- 
tween them, and that then the name of 
Sweeney should be placed in nomi- 
nation and a final ballot taken de- 
tween him and the candidate receiving the 
highest number of votes on the last preceding 
bailot. This created a tremendous flurry in the 
ranks of both Blackburn and Williams, and a 
motion to table the resolution was promptly 
made, but was lost by a vote of 60 to 60. Right 
on the heels of this came a motion to indeii- 
nitly postpone consideration of the resolution, 
and this was defeated by 58 to 62. The caucus 
then spent an hour in filibustering movements, 
but the previous-question gag was applied and 
two efforts to adjourn were ignominious fail- 
ures. The excitement rose to fever-heat at this 
juncture, and a couple of Blackburn and Will- 
jams partisans even came to blows on the 
fioor of the House. When something like or- 
der had been restored by the Chairman and 
the physical exhaustion of the jarring factions, 
a motion was made to reconsider the vote by 
which the Triplett resolution was ordered be- 
fore the House. This met with fresh disaster 
on another tie vote, decided by the Chairman 
against the m n 

After the seventy-third ballot several new 
nominations were made, but not in good faith. 
Among the rest Carlisle's name was presented. 
The caucus adjourned at 11:50 without break- 
ing the dead-lock. It is agreed that a nomina- 
tion will be made tomorrow night.

It is not an exaggeration to say that over 
5,000 people listened to grand Italian opera at 
Haverly’s and Mevicker's Theatres last even- 
ing. The seating capacity of the former house 
is 2,500 and of the latter 1,600; the latter was 
overcrowded and the former was crowded, so 
the estimate is not far from right.

BREAKING IN.

MME. NORDICA. 
THE REMARKABLY SUCCESSFUL CAREER OF THIS 
YOUNG ARTISTE ABROAD. 

Cui1caao, Jan. 30.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
—From the slight notice taken of the matter in 
the morning papers I am led to think tnat the 
Chicago press are not quite informed as to the 
real nature of the position which Mme. Nordica 
has taken abroad. Beginning at Milan in 1879, 
her success throughout Italy attracted the at- 
tention of the director of the Imperial Opera at 
St. Petersburg—upon its merits alone—and 
brought her an engagement there, which was 
renewed, with advance of salary, for 1881. 
During this second winter she was three times 
commanded to appear at the court concerts, 
and was finally presented to the Czar, Alexan- 
der II., with ber mother, Mrs. Norton, only the 
week before the assasination. For the lust 
of these concerts a nocturne of Cho- 
pin was specially arranged for Mme. Nor- 
dica by imperial command, and the manuscript 
of the music was presented to her as a souve- 
nir of the occasion. Her successes in Russia 
brought ner the offer of a three-years’ engage- 
ment at the Paris Grand Opera—an bonor which 
has not been paid to any other American sing- 
er, and which provoked a storm of jealousy in 
Paris musical circles at that time. Mme. Nor- 


dica sang Marguerite to immense audiences for 


five months, and when she last appeured there 
(February, 1883) the free list was wholly sus- 
pended and the official figures announced the 
largest receipts of the winter season. It was 
during this engagement that Verdi asked the 
Grand Opera management to release Mate. Nor- 
dica from her contract that she might sing 
„Aida“ in Italy under bis own direction, a fact. 
which rests upon M. Vancorbeil's personal 
statement. And the lady was tinally released 
from the Grand Opera upon her marriage,

THE IRONCLAD OATH. 
IMPORTANT CHANGES IN THE COX BILL MADE 
BY A SENATE COMMITTEE. 
Wasntxotox, D. C., Jan. 30.—(Special.)— 
Senator Logan has reported from the Judiciary 
Committee the Cox bill to repeal the test-oath, 
- but Cox would not recognize it. The entire 
text after the enacting clause is stricken out; 
even the title is changed. The bill as reported 
to the Senate, it is true, repeals the ironclad 
oath, with the very important exception that 
the President of the United States is still to be 
required to swear on taking the oath of office 
that he never voluntarily bore arms 
against the United States or gave aid to 
Rebels; but the Logan bill does much more 
than that. It makes affirmative that which 
hitherto has to some extent been a matter of 
inference, and it visits the penalties of treasou 
upon those who, holding the commissions of 
the United States, saw fit to go with their States 
ip the Rebellion. Hitherto Sec. 1,218, Revised 
_ Statutes, has provided that no person who has 
’ been inthe employ of the Confederacy or of 
guy one of the Confederate States should be 
appointed to Our military or naval service. The 
Logan bill removes that probibition as to the 
rank and file of the Confederate army and 
: navy and civil service, and amends the section 
80 this inhibition shall apply: 
Ne person Who held a commission in the army or 
navy of the United States at the beginning of the 
late Rebellion, and afterward served in any ca- 
pacity inthe military, naval, or civil service of the 
ehen Confederate States. or either of the 
Staten in insa n during the late Rebellion, 
shall be appoin to any position in the army or 
' navy of the United States. 
oe Thé next section of the new bill repeals the 
fronciad oath as to all persons except the 
President of the United States,.“ with the pro- 
vise, however, that the repeal shall not affect 
| the oaths prescribed by existing statutes in re- 
| lation to the performance of duties in special 
' particular subordinate offices and employ- 
‘nents. The third section of the bill is one of 
great importance, and will be welcomed by the 
taxpayers of the country. It provides that the 
provisions of the act shail not affect any 
right, duty, claim, obligation, or penalty 
mow existing, or already incurred; and 
thet all such claims, etc., shall 
deo determined in the same manner as if the act 
bad not passed. This removes the danger, 
which many feared lurked in the Dill, that the 
repeal of the test oath might also repeai the 
gondition of loyalty in the matter of claims 
ost the Government.

The American Lamber Company. 

Sr. Ack, Mich., Jan. 30.—[{Special.}|—The 
American. Lumber Company, of Dollarville, 
which made an assignment in Toronto, Ont., 
yesterday, was a limited one, and, according to 
its statement, had a capital of $2,000,000. It 
was composed of English and Scotch capital- 
ists, and was organized to operate in lumber- 
ing inthe Upper Peninsula, and had purchased 
all the available pine lands of the Detroit, 
,Mackinac & Marquette land-grant to the ex- 
tent of four or five hundred thousand acres. 


It located at Dollarville, on the 
bank of the Tacquemon River, where 
it erected a large mill—one_ of 


the finest and most complete in the north pen- 
insula—stores and dwelling-houses., huge wuare- 
houses, etc., building up a town of about 800 
inhabitants. The company’s manager at Doll- 
larville knows nothing of what it intends do- 
ing, as he has received no instructions. The 
company has about 15,000,000 logs banked and 
in the river, and about 3,000,000 not hauled. 
They had between 300 and 400 men in their

End of the Strike of the Window- 
Glass Workers. —

CORPSES IN CASKS. 


Three Human Bodies Packed in Whisky 


Casks Sent Here from Baltimore. 


The Ghastly Freight Sent to a Supposititious 
Firm and Stored in a Livery Stable. 


Three human bodies. incased in hay and 
pressed into two ordinary whisky casks, lie at 
the morgue. The circumstances under which 


they were discovered lead to the belief that 


traffic in human bodies for scientific purposes 
has not ceased, despite the recent local expos- 


ures and efforts to suppress it. 
Yesterday the police at the West Lake Street 


Police Station received information that two 
barrels, supposed to contain human remains, 
were at the Ogden Avenue Stables, corner of 
West Madison street and Ogden avenue. Lieut. 
Stanton detailed Officers Costello, Dillon, and 


Storm to investigate the report. For two hours 


the detectives watched the buildings, thinking 

perhaps the suspicious casks micht be called 

for. No one appeared, and at 5 o'clock the 

officers entered the stables and demanded the 

casks of John Carslon, a veterinary surgeon 

who was in charge of the premises. : 
A GHASTLY DISCOVEKY!~ 

‘They were surrendered, and with heavy 
sledges the heads of the casks were 
broken, revealing a surface of  closely- 
pressed hay. Upon the removal of this, 
however, the real contents of the casks 
were discovered. One contained the bodies of 
two adult white males, the other that of a col- 
ored man. The limbs were bent and pressed 
against the body, and the heads were forced 
against the breasts, in order that they might be 
contained in the narrow confines of the casks. 
Around the bodies was a layer of hay, closely 
packed, thus holding the bodies securely and 
preventing any displacement by jarring. After 
making their discovery the officers placed Car- 
slon under arrest. The barrels were repacked 
and conveyed ir a patrol-wagon to the morgue. 
Carsion said the barrels had been left at the 
stables the previous afternoon by one of Con- 
vers’ Union Park Express wagons. 

THE DRIVER ARRESTED. 

The officers called at the office of the express 
company on West Madison street, near Ogden 
avenue, and arrested F. D. Weidman, the driver 
of the wagon that delivered the freight. He 
was released after an examination, it being 
clearly established that he knew nothing of the 
nature of his load. An order had been left at 
the express office for a wagon to call at the 
Adams Kxpress Company's office for two casks 
from Baltimore, Md., addressed to Fawcett, 
Baines & Co., which he was to leave at the Og- 
den avenue stables. He did as instructed and 
received his charges for delivery from Carsion. 
He knew nothing more, 

CARSLON INTERVIEWED. 

Carslon, when seen by a TRIBUNE reporter, 
lay upon a bench at the police-station. He had 
been supplied with pillows and bedclothing, 
and was dozing when first addressed. He is a 
native of Scotland, and has been two anda 
half years in this city. His family, be says, 
are in Scotiand. He was neatly dressed, 
smooth shaven, and has keen features. He 
said that Tuesday afternoon a young man 
came to the stables and asked permission to 
leave some barrels there fora day or so. Per- 
mission was accorded, and after leaving money 
to defray the express charges the young man 
went away. Soon after the barreis arrived, 
and he told the expressman to put them to one 
side. He was ignorant of their contents until 
they were exposed by the police. He conclud- 
ed by saying: One thing 1 know; somebody 
will have to pay for, this, alluding to his con- 
finement. 


CONFLAGRATIONS. 


Destructive Fire at Roma, N. Y.—Loss 
of Life by a Mysterious Explosion. 
Rome, N. Y., Jan. 30.—([Special.|—At 1:30 

this morning the three-story building, compris- 
ing two stores with apartments above, between 
the Stanwix Hall Hotel and the Searle Bank 
Block, on James street, was found to be 
on fire in the second story. Mrs. Sam- 
uel Alexander, wife of the _ proprietor 
of a clothing store below, first gave the alarm 
by crying for help out of one of the upper 
windows, saying that she and her children were 
suffocating. A watchman pulled the fire-alarm, 
and the woman and children were rescued, by 
policemen with the aid of ladders. 

Ten minutes after the fire broke out an un- 
accountable explosion occurred, knocking out 
the whole front wall of the building above the 
first story. 

Joseph Alexander, aged 45 years, unmarried, 
brother of the proprietor of the clothing 
store, was attempting to save some 


goods when the wall fell upon him. He 


lay for some time under the débris before be- 
ing discovered by persons who were attracted 
by his moans. He was got out at some risk 
and taken to the station-house. His skull was 
found to be crushed, his ribs and shoulder- 
blade broken, and he was otherwise horribly 
mangled. He died at 7 o'clock this morning. 

David Pattersoh, of Albany, a clerk in Alex- 
ander’s store, was also struck by the falling 
wall. His left ankle was so badly crushed’ that 
his leg had to be amputated. 

O. W. Sage and wife got out of their rooms in 
their night-clothes through an iron door into 
Stanwix Hail just before the ex- 
plosion. The hotel had seventy-five 
guests, all of whom were aroused, and 
removed their effects. 
took fire, but its wall on the side of the burn- 
ing building stood firmly. The hotel was saved, 
but was badly drenched. Fire entered the up- 
per story of the Searle Bank Block, but the 
firemen checked the progress at that point. 
Sink’s Opera-House, in the rear, narrowly es- 
caped. The glass in the windows were nearly all 
cracked. The blowing out of the front wall 
enabled the firemen to nearly confine the fire 
to the building in which it started.

Destruction of Glass-Works at Phil- 
lipsburg, Pa.—Loss, $125,000. 

ROCHESTER, Pa., Jan. 30.—Shortly before 
12 o'clock last night flames were discovered 
issuing from the boiler-house of the Pheenix 
Glass-Works at Phillipsburg, opposit here, on 
the Ohio River. The fire was under good head- 
way when first discovered, and the means at 
hand for extinguishing it being limited but 
little could be done towards checking the 


progress of the flames, which soon spread 
throughout the entire works, destroying them in 


a short time. The loss is about $125,000 and the 
insurance $74,000. The works, which covered

Jay Gould the Engineer of the Pres- 
ent Complications in the Western 
Trunk-Line Association. 

The Western trunk-line complications still 
form the principal topic of conversation in 
railway circles. The situation remains un- 
changed. The Burlington and Rio Grande still 
adhere to the new Utah agreement, and refuse 
to take business except at the advanced rates. 
The Western Trunk-Line Association roads still 
refuse to recognize the agreement as being in 
effect, and continue to take business at the 
low rates, and declare that they will not 
submit to an advance in rates until 
they have been consulted in the matter. 
It is the prevailing opinion that the present 
complications will end in the disruption of the 
Western Trunk-Line Association. The opinion 
is gaining ground that the present complica- 
tions within the ranks of the Western Trunk- 
Line Association are the result of Jay Gould’s 
artful practices, and that it has been his desire 
for some time to bring about such a result. 
General-Manager Clark, of the Union Pacific, it 
is claimed, did not act ignorantly or hastily 
when he signed the Utah agreement. He was 
forced to do it by Jay Gould, who wanted 
to boom the stock market, to accomplish 
which he has to get up something by 
which he could claim that the _ troubles 
between the tripartite combination and the 
Burlington had been settled. Mr. Gould 
strongly opposed the ratification of the trip- 
artite agreement in the Unior Pacific board, 
but his opposition was finally overcome and he 
voted for the proposition. He did so upon the 
conditions that Mr. Sidney Dillon, his devoted 
friend, should remain President of the Union 
Pacific and that his Wabash Road should be ad- 
mitted into the combination, as well as such 
other roads as desired to come in. Gould’s 
object in taking that position is now devel- 


oping. His friend Dillon stood in dun- 
ger of losing the Presidency of 
road if the agreement was ratified 


without his aid. Hecalculated that by keeping 
Mr. Dillon in the position of President he would 
be able to force General-Manager Clark, who 
was strongly in favorof the agreement, to take 
such steps as would antagonize its Bastern 
allies and bring on a conflict that would break 
up the combination. It isa well-known fact 
that Mr. Clark has all along opposed entering 
into any arrangements that did not recognize 
the terminus of the Union Pacific at Chicago. 
That he signed after all the Utah agreement 
which made Council Bluffs the terminal point, 
and did not recognize the Union Pacific’s east- 
ern connections, is explained on the ground 
that President Dillon upon the request of Gould 
ordered Mr. Clark to sign the agreement 
in that shape, and Mr. Dillon being Mr. 
Clark’s superior Officer, the latter had no other 
alternative than to carry out the instructions. 
No wonder, therefore, that after committing |- 
the deed Mr. Clark became ill, and suddenly 
left for California to take a rest. Mr. Clark 
has no doubt had enough of Gould, and does 
not care to have anything more to do with the 
matter. He is too upright aman to carry out 
Gould's artful and conscienceless schemes, and 
prefers that his subordinates should shoulder 
the responsibility for what is to happen 
hereafter. That Gould forced Mr. Clark to 
sign the Utah agreement against his will 
is proven by the fact that Monday 
he had published in the New York papers a 
dispatch from Mr. Clark to him stating that the 
Utah agreement had been carried out. It has 
been apparent for some time past that Gould’s 
Wabash officials were not very enthusiastic 
over their admission into the combination, al- 
though it was highly favorable to their line. 
They evidently knew what their chief was up 
to. Ever since the agreement was consum- 
mated a studied attempt has been made by 
Gould and those coinciding with him to place 
the Rock Island and its President, — 4 — 
ark, 0 


Cable, who, together with Mr. 
the Union Pacitic, was instrumental 
in bringing about the consummation 


of the new combination, in a disadvantageous 
position. What at first appeared to be a good 
thing for the Rock Island has at lust become 
decidedly disadvantageous for its interest. 
This state of affairs caused Mr. Cable's sudden 
departure for New York, and, as he is a man of 
pluck and determination, he is not likely to re- 
turn until he has brought the matter to an is- 
sue and secured a recognition of the rights of 
his road. The agreement is either to be car- 
ried out in good faith or the Rock Isiand will 


withdraw from it. which, of course, 
will end its existence. The indications 
also are that Gould is acting in 


entire harmony with the Burlington, and the 
latter seems to have assurances that the Union 
Pacific would enter into an agreement with it 
independent of its Eastern allies. This is indi- 
cated by the fact that the Burlington and Kio 
Grande have given positive instructions to car- 
ry out the Utah agreement regardless of what 


might take. They seem to feel confident that 
the Union Pacific will ultimately be compelled 


it The fact also that the Burlington 
and Rio Grande have given up the idea of 
issuing free passes to shippers in Union Pacific 
territory aud abandoned all other preparations 
for a wer with that road indicates that they are 
confident that there will be no rate-war be- 
tween them and the Union Pacific.

Gould Said to Have Secured Control 


of the Chicago & Eastern Illinois. 
Rumors have been current for several days 
past that Jay Gould has secured control 


of the Chicago & Eastern Illinois Railroad, 
and that he will use it in connection 


with the Wabash system. Thus far, how- 
ever, nothing has been learned to substantiate 


those reports. The impression prevails, how- 
ever, that they are true. 


Gould has long since 
desired a Chicago outlet for the Cairo & Vin- 
cennes to get a through line to Cairo, where 
connection is made with his Iron Mountain and 


Texas system of roads. A new company was 


lately organized—the Chicago, Richie & Dau- 
ville—to connect with the Wabash at Richie 
and the Cairo & Vincennes at Danville. This 
move Mr. Gould is said to have made to scare 
the Eastern Illinois stockholders and secure a 
controlling interest of the property. Mr. Gould 
only needed 6,000 shares ot stock to secure 
control of the property by joining hands with 
the Louisville & Nashville and the Evansvilie 
& Terre Haute, and the later are said to be as- 
sociated with Gould in the Eastern Illinois 
transaction. By this arrangement Gouid would 
secure a direct line through tu Cairo, connec- 
tion being made with the Wabash at Danville, 
and also let the Wabash into Terre Haute and 
Evansville, where direct connection is made 
with the Louisville & Nashville system. 


Emigrant Rates to the North- 
west and Manitoba. 

A meeting of the representatives of the roads 
interested in the emigrant business to Manito- 
ba and Northwestern points was held yester- 
day at the Grand Pacific Hotel for the purpose 
of taking action regarding emigrant rates dur- 
ing this season. Ata meeting held in this city

a few weeks ago to take action regarding this 


matter nothing could be done on account of 
the announcement that the Canadian Pacific 
had decided to charge a rate of $15 for Cana- 


dian emigrants from Montreal and To- 


ronto via Port Arthur to Winnipeg, 


and only $9.75 on Eastern seaboard 


business from Montreal and Toronto to Winni- 
peg. The $15 rate for Canadian emigrants was 
fixed by the Canadian Minister of Emigration 
and the $9.45 rate was fixed arbitrarily by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway to induce European 
emigrants to locate on its line in Manitoba. 
The American roads, not desiring to adopt such 
unprofitable rates, also decided to make an at- 
tempt to secure an arrangement with the 
Canadian Pacific and the Canadian Minister of 
Emigration by which better rates could be 
charged and disastrous competition avoided. 
Mr. James Stephenson, General Passenger 
Agent of the Grand Trunk, was requested to 
ca!l upon the Canadian Minister of Emigration 
and the Canadian Pacific officials and see what 
could be done in the matter. 

Mr. Stephenson was not present at yesterday's 
meeting, but the Grand Trunk was represented 
by Assistant General Passenger Agent William 
Edgar, who reported that Mr. Stephenson had 
secured 
Minister of Emigration that the rate from 
Montreal and Toronto to Winnipeg should be 
$17, instead of $15 as previously decided. The 
Canadian Pacific ple would not recede from 
the position they had taken in regard to emi- 
grant rates on seaboard and European business 
to Manitoba, and iasisted upon a $9.75 rate. 
In view of this report it was agreed to make 
temporary rates only until the opening 
of Lake Superior navigation, up to which 
time the Canadian Pacific will not 
be able to compete for the business, and take 
action only in regard to the summer rates ata 
future meeting. It was then decided that the 
emigrant rates on Canadian business should be 
as follows, and prevail from March 1 until the 
opening of navigation: Toronto to Winnipeg, 
$23.90; from Montreal to Winnipeg, $27. This 
is on Canadian business only. The Northern 
Pacific asked that these rates be made to apply 
to points on its line equi-distant with Winnipeg. 

An adjournment was then had subject to the

THE POLICY OF SILENCE. 
Heretofore the Democrats in Congress have 
talked too much. Now they are disposed to 
say too little. The caueus has ordered the 
application of the gag. There is no confi- 


cratie politician. He cannot open his mouth 
withont putting his footin it. Hence the 
decree of silence. 
But the silence of the Democratic Senators 
pending the consideration of the Sherman 
resolution of investigation into recent South- 
ern outrages was as much of a confession of 
the truth of the charges as if they had openly 
defended the Danville riot and the Copiah 
murder, and that confession was emphasized 
by the solid Democratic vote against the 
passage of the proposed resolution. The 
Democratic Senators could not deny the 
charges, they were not prepared to defend 
them, and yet they endeavored by their votes 
to defeat the investigation. All the usual 
Democratic indiscretions of debate could not 
have afforded such damning evidence of 
Southern terrorism as the silent, sullen, 
dogged opposition to the impending exposure. 
The Sherman resolution sets forth the con- 
stitutional duty of the National Government 
to protect its citizens in the exercise of their 
political rights: the particulars of the riot at 
Danville just previous to the late Virginia 
election, whereby seyen negroes were killed 
and vast numbers of the same race and party 
so terrified as to keep from the polls; the 
cold-blooded murder of J. P. Matthews in 
Copiah County, Mississippi, because he cast 
his vote after being warned that he must not 
do so; the resolutions adopted by the citizens 
of Copiah County approving of the murder 
and warning the relatives of the murdered 
man to keep out of polities; and the failure of 
the Authorities of both Virginia and Missis- 
sippi to apprehend or prosecute the assasins. 
After reciting these facts, which are of com- 
mon notoriety and sustained by ample evi- 
dence, the resolution instructs. the Senate 
Committee on Privileges and Elections to 
make a thorough investigation and report 
their conclusions by bill or otherwise. 
The Democrats in the Senate voted against 
this resolution without giving a single reason 
for their opposition. If the charges are un- 
true, why do the Democrats oppose the inves- 
tigation ?° If they are true but defensible, 
why do the Democrats decline to meet them 
on the floor of the Senate ? 
The inconsistent position taken by the Dem- 
ocrats in this matter can be explained upon 
only one theory. The Bourbon leaders of 
the South approve of the policy of intimida- 
tion and assasination as the only means for 
retaining absolute dominion in that section 
and holding it solidly for the Democratic 
party. They dare not denounce it because 
they are personally the beneficiaries of the 
outrages and have counseled and condoned 
them among their own people. But they 
dare not come out openly and defend the out- 
rages because they know that their party as- 
sociates in the North cannot go before their 
constituents upon the admission and defense 
of the Southern Bourbon policy. So they 
conceived that there was nothing for them to 
do but accept the situation in sullen silence. 
It is not easy to discover how the policy of 
silence will help the Southern Democrats out 
of their ugly dilema or protect their party 
at the North from the popular indignation 
which the Bourbon methods at the South are 
bound to bring down upon it. The investiga- 
tion will proceed. It cannot be doubted that 
the evidence will fasten upon the Bourbon 
leaders the responsibility for the Danville 
massacre and the Copiah murder. If the 
instances of violence and intimidation have 
not been more numerous of late it is because 
the bloody work has been done so effect- 
ively in the past that there has 
been little occasion for the use of 
the shotgun at election times. In South 
Carolina, Mississippi, Louisiana, Florida, 
and other Southern States the supremacy of 
the shotgun is fully acknowledged by the 
blacks, who keep away from the polls or 
vote the Democratic ticket in sufficient num- 
bers to assure the suceess of the Bourbons. 
But the anti-Bourbons of Virginia had 
organized success on their side. It became 
necessary to resort to’ the same methods 
which had been pursued in other Southern 
States in order to put down the majority. 
In Mississippi an occasional political murder 
like that of Matthews is considered advisable 
as a precaution against any effort of the ma- 
jority to reassert their political rights. The 
Democrats in Oongress may decline to dis- 
cuss these affairs, but fortunately there is 
still one House of that body which is not 
under their control and will lay before the 
people the enormity of the Southern out- 
rages committed in the interest of their 


CONGRESSMEN IN WALL STREET. 
Members of Congress, it is reported on 
good authority, are speculating heavily in 
Wall street in the stocks of the roads whose 
land-grants are up before them for forfeiture. 
Knowing that the loss of the grants will take 
away millions of dollars from their value, 
and knowing, or thinking that they know, that 
the grants will be forfeited, these members 
of Congress are speculating for a decline. 
They are selling for future delivery at the 
prices of today stocks which they do not now 
own, but which they calculate they will be 
able to buy at greatly reduced prices before 
the end of the session. In the case of the 
Northern Pacific alone there have been specu- 
lative sales of the first-mortgage bonds by 
members of Congress to the amount of a 
round million of dollars. 
This is unfortunately no new thing. Of 
late years the connection of Congress with 
Wall street has been a growing scandal. The 
leading New York stock houses have branch 
offices in Washington with private wires to 
the Stock Exchange, so that every speculat- 
ing member of Congress may stop on his 
way to introduce a bill affecting values and 
bet in advance on its effect. There was, and 
probably is still, a Wall-street ticker in the 
Capitol itself, where these gamblers may 
watch in the rise and fall of prices the result

KEIFER AND BOYNTON. 

The issue between Keifer, ex-Speaker of 
the House of Representatives, and Gen. 
Boynton, veteran Washington correspondent 
of the Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette, rela- 
tive to the alleged attempt of the latter to 
corrupt the former, is mainly a question of 
veracity between the two men. This is 
fortunate for Gen. Boynton. We do not be- 
lieve that anybody who knows the two men 
personally, or is familiar with their respect- 
ive records, will hesitate one moment to be- 
lieve that Gen. Boynton tells the truth, even 
though that theory convict Keifer of deliber- 
ate and malicious falsehood. 

Aside from the advantage Gen. Boynton 
will have over his antagonist in a question of 
truth and veracity between them, the circum- 
stances under which the case has been brought 
to the attention of Congress and all the prob- 
abilities of the story are favorable to Boynton 
and unfavorable to Keifer. The case comes 
before Congress at the instance of Boynton; 
Keifer and his friends sought to avoid it. 
Keifer, whose nepotism, favoritism, and 
failures as Speaker had been exposed by the 
press, had sought to defend himself or im- 
pugn the motives of the newspaper corre- 
spondents by charging that a “clique” ex- 
isted among them for lobby purposes. After 
retailing this story among his friends, he was 
pinned down to something more specific, and 


‘him in the interest of the MeGarrahan bill, 
had told him there were millions in it,” and 
added that he (Keifer) ‘‘ was a fool for not 
making money while Speaker, as Blaine and 
Colfax had done.” It is necessary to con- 
clude that Boynton was a fool if he used any 
such language, and Keifer will find it difficult 
to make the public believe that. 

It looks as though Keifer invented the 
story about Boyfiton in preference to any 
other newspaper correspondent, for two rea- 
sons: (1) Because Boynton, as one of the 
ablest and most influential newspaper corre- 
spondents at Washington, had done more than 
any one else to bring Keifer into contempt; 
and (2) because Keifer had in his possession 
a note from Boynton asking him to recognize 
Mr. Dunnell in moving thé McGarrahan bill, 
which had been favorably reported by the 
committee. Keifer has evidently counted 
upon this note to give color to his charge 
against Boynton; but it remains a mere coin- 
cidence, and really creates a suspicion against 
Keifer. The request made by Boynton is 
neither unusual nor improper, and the fact 
that Gen. Boynton made it in a letter over 
his own name is more an evidence that he 
never approached Keifer in a secret and or- 
rupt way, or for improper purpose, than it is 
a support of Keifer’s manufactured story. 

At the very time Keifer was making his 
slanderous charges against Gen. Boynton this 
is what was happening in Congress right 
under his nose: 


WasHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—The sub-com- 
mittee of the House Committee on Accounts, 
which has been investigating Keifer for several 
weeks past, closed the taking of testimony to- 
day, and will submit the evidence to the ful! 
committee tomorrow. The sub-committee has 
found that Keifer did remove one of the ste- 
nographers of the House to appoint his nephew 
at a time when no work was required. The 

ocratic members of the sub-committee be- 
lieve that Keifer has not told the truth about 
this case, and will so report. It was rumored 
about the Capitol today that the commit- 
tees would report a resolution in favor 
of Keifer’s expulsion. Anotber report 
was that the committee was preparing 
a resolution of censure. The committee will 
probably content itself with reporting the facts 
to the House and let it decide what is to be 
done. The mere fact of his having testified 
falsely before the committee is not regarded 
as a high enough crime to warrant censure. 
Then the appointment of his nephew to a posi- 
tion where he could draw pay for doing no 
work is not altogether unusual. There is no 
report that can be made from the House Com- 
mittee on Accounts that can injure Keifer in 
the estimation of either the Democrats or Re- 
publicans. There is, however, some petty evi- 
dence of details concerning this family ar-

THE SOUTHERN ANGLO-MANIACS. 
The letter from Judah P. Benjamin to the 


British Consul at New York, written in 1860, 
before the War of the Rebellion had broken 
out, and found among the late Thurlow 
Weed’s papers, is interesting reading both in 
its relations to Mr. Benjamin himself as a 
Tory sympathizer and tuft-hunter and to the 
slaveholding aristocracy, which it now ap- 
pears very generally. shared his views and 
indorsed the extraordinary proposition con- 
veyed in the letter, 

The substance of this letter is to the effect 
that as the Democratic party was divided up 
into spoils-seeking factions, and as the Re- 
publican party was bent upon a course 
which would amount toa “ total destruction 
of all plantation interests,” therefore the 
South was prepared either to secede from 
the Union and form a separate Government, 
or, upon certain conditions, at once return to 
an allegiance to Great Britain, our mother 
country.” It was in the interests of the lat- 
ter alternative that Mr. Benjamin addressed 
this letter to the British Consul, begging him 
to prepare the way for a favor- 
able approach to the British Minister at 
Washington. That Mr. Benjamin was 
notalone in his Tory proclivities his letter 
gives evidence. Other Southern slaveholding 
aristocrats were eager to hang on the edge 
of British aristoctacy, ahd perhaps cluteh a 
title here and there. Indeed, Mr. Benjamin 
says with the most delightful natyeté: ‘‘ Se 
lect dinner parties come off every 
throughout the whole South, and not one of 
them ends without a strong accession to our 
forces. I have even heard some of them ad-

a fossil trilobite. The picture which it 
draws of the old slaveholding aristocrats is 
unique. Their mania for titles has long 
been known, but it never before soared into 
the domain of heraldry or sought to 
smuggle itself into the Book of Peerages. 
Generals, Majors, Colonels, and Judges have 
always been as plenty in the South as black- 
berries and about as cheap and harmless, but 
Benjamin informs us that they struck higher 
than these plebeian prefixes, and at their se- 
lect dinner parties even addressed each other 
by their titles before they had them, as chil- 
dren play Kings and Queens, wear tinsel 
crowns, and bear wooden seeptres. One can 
imagine these select Southern feasts at which 
these premature aristocrats, advancing to the 
table in an improvised order of precedency, 
addressed each other as Dukes, Marquises, 
Barons, Earls, and Counts, wearing imagi- 
nary badges of the garter, the thistle, and the 
Bath, or the ribbons of Michael, George, 
Patrick, or some of the other aristocratic 
saints, and training after the Kings-at-Arms 
and the gentlemen ushers of the parti-colored 
rods, enjoying a brief bit of imaginary aristo- 
cratic and blue-blooded paradise, and then 
lapsing back agaiw into plain Colonels, Ma- 
jors, Judges, and Massas. 

This is the picture which the champion 
tuft-hunter of them all has drawn. It never 
went beyond the bounds of imagination, how- 
ever. The South failed in its effort to secede 
from the Union. It never reached nearer an 
allegiance to Great Britain than’ the silly 


Benjamin was consistent, to say the least. 
He quit the country forever, it is to be 
hoped, and went to England, where he has 
since remained, and where his snobbery and 
Anglo-mania have had at least that reward 
so dear to the commercial instincts of his 
race, ifno other. There is little question, 
however, that he was right so far as the 
substance of his letter was concerned. The 
old slaveholding aristocracy would not have 
objected to a political connection with Great 
Britain, and if England had intervened in 
our War there is little doubt that they would 
have made no objection to becoming an 
English colony again. The only obstacles 
in the way would have been their slaves 
and the poor white rank and file, but 80 far 
as their disposition was concerned there 
would have been no difficulty. There would 
have been considerable trouble in giving 
them all first-class titles, but, as they are all 
’ Colonels, they could have been run into some 
order of knighthood in a lump, and, besides, 
the reality of a title matters little to these 
aristocrats, who are, as Mr. Watterson says, 
highly imaginative and emotional. Once in 
the English aristocratic Tory heaven they 
could imagine they were Dukes and Barons 
just as easily as they did at the select dinner 


parties. 


Ferix Apter, of the  ethical-culture 
movement, recently made to the Central 
Labor Union of New York an offer to pro- 
vide for them and their families a series of 
four concerts free of all expense. His 
motives were of the best. He had the means 
at his disposal, and he wished to give the 
workingmen the benefit of hearing good 
music. The answer they made was to in- 
struct a committee to find out what Mr. Ad- 
ler’s ‘‘ulterior motives” were. Gov. Me- 
Lane, of Maryland, in his recent message, 
made some very sweeping recommendations 
with regard to the regulations of the hours 
and conditions ot labor, the investigation of 
the state of labor, the establishment of 
a Labor Bureau, and some similar 
measures of the kind which labor organiza- 
tions are in the habit of calling for at their 
meetings. The Central Labor Union have 
sent to the local labor societies in Baltimore 
for information as to what is the real mean- 
ing of this pected outburst of zeal for 
them on the Part of the Governor. Before 
they give him any indorsement they want, in 
the language of the boys, to know what his 
„game“ is. These two incidents are signs of 
the times, and they are good ones. If the 
workingmen knew Mr. Adler they would 
have entertained no doubt as to the disinter- 
estedness of his offer, but their caution shows 
that they are slowly awakening to the 
fact that there has been a good deal 
more theory than practice in the 
supremacy of the majority of which they are 
nominally so large a part. The workingmen 
cast the most votes in our city elections, but 
there is no class that has less to say about 
who shall be elected and what the policy of 
the City Government shall be than the work- 
ingmen—we mean the real workingmen, not 
the bummers who play themselves off as 
workingmen. They pay the taxes, but these 
are not spent for their benefit. Workingmen 
do not need to have anything done for them 
by Mr. Adler or by any one else gratuitously. 
With all the diversion of eapital into the 
hands of a few plutocrats, the income of 
the workingmen is today larger than that of 
any other class in the country, just as their 
political power would be supreme if they had 
the wit and the virtue to use it aright. Now 
that the workingmen are beginning to show 
evidences of adesire to do things for them- 
selves and to question the objects of the men 
who profess themselves to be the working- 
men’s friends” we hope they will begin to 
cross-examine sharply the advocates of high 
tariff and make the owners of the mills and 
factories and the recipients of huge divi- 
dends from corporation stocks tell just where 
the share of he workingmen in all this tariff 
prosperity comes in. It can do no harm to 
ask, and surely the workingmen need not be 
afraid toask. It is their labor that builds 
the mills, aud runs them, and pays their em- 
ployers their profits and dividends, 


HtGH-LICENSE agitation is making progress 
in New York. The bill introduced in the 
Legislature by Mr. Roosevelt, increasing the 
licetise for selling liquors to $500 a year and 
beer to $250, is meeting with stpeng popular 
indorsements. A very large meeting was 
held in Brooklyn Monday evening last, at 
which a committee of twelve prominent gen- 
tlemen was appointed to go to Albany and 
urge the passage of the bill. As originally 
drawn the bill applies only to New York, 
Brooklyn, and Buffalo. At the meeting in 
question it was urged that it should be so 
amended as to apply to the whole State and 
that a clause should be inserted to prevent 
the fraudulent sale of spirituous liquors un- 
der a beer license. These recommendations 
were indorsed by the andience, and 
it is understood that Mr. Roosevelt 
will accept the amendments when of- 
fered. If the bill is a good one 
for three cities it is certainly good for all the 
cities and towns in the State, and if it should 
work successfully in New York, Brooklyn, 
and Buffalo every other place would at once 
clamor for it. It would save time and 
trouble, and additional legislation, therefore, 
to extend the scope of the bill to the entire 
State. The saloonkeepers have not yet indi- 
cated their policy. They will undoubtedly 
make a fight against it to prevent its enact- 
ment, but should it become a law its author- 
ity in all probability will be respected. It

Tue name of the successor of Gen. James 
B. Leake as United States Distriet-Attorney 
has been sent to the Senate, and the formal 
connection with the office which the latter 
has retained since his term expired will soon 
cease. In retiring from thé position which 
he has held so long, and has filled so ably, 
Gen. Leake has the consciousness of the 
faithful performance of duty, and also a knowl- 
edge of the fact that his services have been 
appreciated by those whose recognition is of 
value. It appears that last month a petition 
signed by Marshall Field, Henry W. King, 
George M. Pullman, E. W. Blatchford, E. B. 
McCagg, A. A. Carpenter, and other business 
men and lawyers was sent to Washington 
urging his reappointment. While the effort 
was not a successful one, yet no testimonial 
could be more flattering to Gen. Leake or 
tend more to convince him of the good feel- 
ing he has gained and the confidence he has 
inspired during his long term of office. 


Ir is clear that the saloon politicians, being 
now convinced that the Supreme Court will de- 
clare the Harper High-License law valid and 
constitutional, are trying to defeat the purpose 
of that measure. Controller Gurney’s report 
and the assumption of the Staats-Zeitung that 
the Mayor will insist on a discriminating license 
ordinance, using his veto power to further his 
purpose in that direction, are the latest indica- 
tions of the plot given tothe public. The Staats- 
Zeitung says: 

The argument has often been made to us that in 


many saloons it will be impossible to step the sale 
of whisky. We admit that. 


This is frank. That there will be no very de- 
termined effort on the part of the city author- 
ities to stop such sale appears from Mr. 
Gurney’s inspired estimates as to the number 
of saloons which under a discriminating ordi- 
nance will take out only beer licenses and be al- 
lowed to sell whisky and wine under them. 
There are not now a half-dozen saloons in Chi- 
cago where beer alone is sold. There probably 
is not one. All the so-called German saloons 
sell wine, 90 per cent of them sell whisky, bit- 
ters, and some variety of ‘‘ schnapps.” They 
will continue to sell such hard drinks even 
under a $150 license, though it be in plain vio- 
lation of the law. The Irish saloonkeepers 
will take out $150 licenses also and trust to 


luck and the political and personal friendship 


of the city authorities and the influence of 
Aldermen to be allowed to sell. whisky and 

drinks underthem. Only the large, much- 
frequented hotel bars and down-town saloons 
will be taxed $500. It looks to a man up a tree 
as if it was the intention of the Mayor and his 
political friends to wink at this violation, and 
thus defeat the double purpose of the law to re- 
duce the number of low, cheap groggeries, and 
to increase the city revenues so that the City 
Government may be properly administered 
without increasing the taxation. 


‘ux resolutions adopted by the Redmond 
meeting here Tuesday hardly went as far as 
they ought to go. They were less explicit on 
the principal issue before the meeting than the 
speech of Mr. Redmond. “I deplore Irish 
crime, I detest it, I denounce it,“ said he, and 
the meeting showed by its cheers that it in- 
dorsed his sentiments. It would have approved 
resolutions embodying these sentiments and 
condemning the mad schemes of dynamite, ar- 
son, and murder proposed by irresponsible 
cranks, with equal enthusiasm if offered. But 
cut-and-dried resolutions of the nature of those 
offered by Judge Moran are of much less value 
than the sentiments of the speakers when they 
are so emphatically approved as were Mr. Red- 
mond’s. It would be much better on these oc- 
easions, too, not to qualify condemnation of 
outrages by the usual reference to Britain’s 
cruel policy of the past. England no doubt 
has sown the wind, but she manages through 
the want of judgment and of patience of the 
Irish to make them reap the whirlwind. The 
less said about the frenzy of revenge” the 
better. 


CONTROLLER GURNEY’s estimate that only 
600 saloons will take out $500 licenses to sell 
hard liquor and wine, while 2,400 will take out 
a $150 beer license, created some surprise. He 
was asked yesterday to explain the opinion, 
and replied: 

Ho do you estimate that, if the Harper License 
law goes into effect, there will be 3,000 licenses is- 
sued, of which 600 will be at $500 and 2,400 at $150? ”’ 
**1 make that estimate solely on my knowledge of 
human nature. [ think four out of five saloonkeepers 
who take out a license will take out a $150 license, 


Are you in favor of charging $500 for all 
licenses?’’ 

“Lam, very decidedly. I do not suppose that more 
than 1,500 licenses will be taken out at that figure, 
but I think it would prevent an immense amount 
of traud. I think the Mayor. also, is in favor of it, 
and I know that a large number of Aldetmen favor. 
it; so that I should not be at all surprised to see an 
ordinance to that effect passed, provided thatthe 
Supreme Court decides that the Harper law is con- 
stitutional.”’ 

There is a well-defined rumor that tue Su- 
preme Court has unanimously decided the Har- 
per law to be valid, but the opinion will not be 


publisbed until the March term. 


Ir may turn out that the Angusta (Ga.) 
Chronicle is preparing a mess of crow to eat 
next. summer, when it talks thusly of a man 
who may be the Democratic standard-bearer.

NOTABLE SPEECHES. 


HENRY GEORGE SCORED BY JOHN BRIGHT. 

Lonpon, Jan. 30.—John Bright addressed a 
large meeting at the Forward Liberal Club in 
Birmingham. He said that after the franchise 
measure the most pressing question for Parlia- 
ment would be a reform of the land laws. He 
utterly condemned Henry George's land propo- 
sitions, saying they were the most extraordi- 
nary and impracticable, and the. wildest ever 
imported by an American inventor. George's 
scheme began with the hitherto unheard-of 
general system of confiscation, which t 
believed would end in ten 
and confusion. It was impossible, he 
deciared, to imagine the corruption ensuing if 
the letting of plots of land everywhere was 
intrusted to a Government department. Mr. 
Bright said he had been charged with being 80 
entirely American that he wanted to Amer 
icanize English institutions. That charge was 
an exaggeration. It was noteworthy that | 
George's scheme, although American, had not 
been tried in America. [Laughter.] Although 
there were so many millions of acres of land 
in America belonging to the State, it was sur- 
prising no preliminary trial of the scheme had 
been made there, instead of here, where George 
was a stranger. ‘ 

After un eloquent reference to the Civil War 
in the United States in which the North 
quenched slavery, Mr. Bright declared it would 
be as great cruelty, folly, and injustice to con- |. 
fiscate the property of landlords as to again 
make the freedmen in America slaves. George's 
plan, the speaker said, was simply an insult to 
the common-sense and honesty of the English 
people. Nevertheless the system of land 
tenure mußt be altered 80 as to 
enable the land to come gradually 
and naturally into the hands of those most re- 
quiring and desiring it, most able to pay for, 
and best able to work it for the public advan- 
tage. It would be easy to abolish the laws of 
primogeniture and entai! to facilitate the trans- 
fer of land. Englishmen should try these re- 
forms before attempting wild and extravagant 
schemes. Mr. Bright’s remarks were greeted 
with cheers. 


CHAMBERLAIN, 

Joseph Chamberlain, President of the Board 
of Trade, also spoke. He pointed to the fruits 
of his Bankruptcy act and Patents act, and 
promised to do something during the ensuing 
Session to stop the scandalous waste of life at 
sea Owing to badly equipped vessels.

THE YANKEE HOG. 


It Is Excluded from Germa ny on Other 
than Sanitary Grounds—Prof. 
Virchow’s Views. 


New York, Jan. 80.—(Special.]|—A Berlin 
letter says: Prof. Virchow, the greatest au- 
thority on medical science in the world, spoke 
to your correspondent today very freely on the 
subject of the prohibition of American pork by 
the German Government. Being a free-trader, 
he said he had always been strenuously 
opposed to the prohibition, not only 
because it was hot based on “sanitary” 
reasons, but because it was passed to the detri- 
ment of the poorer classes of the country. 
Prof. Virchow said, among other things: 
This prohibitory measure is a step in the 


progress of agrarian supremacy in the Ger- 
man Government at the present time. At 
this moment our Government has an entirely 
agrarian character. Agricultural interests are 
paramount, and we do not entertain much 
hope of seeing matters take a  differ- 
ent turn for some time to come. 
The prohibition of American. pork was 
an agrarian (agricultural) measure purely. 
As it was intended we should eat our own flesh 
it was necessary to exclude American pork, 
and the excuse was readily found. The turn 
of corned beef will probably come next, as the 
“sanitary” theory can equally well be ap- 
plied to it because of the few cases of 
lead-poisoning that have occurred after-eating 
it. The power given to the Bundesrath to 
prohibit articles of consumption alleged to be 
injurious to health was never intended to have 
a permanent effect. It was intended to 
cover cases of temporary epidemics, such 
as yellow fever, and the legality 
of making the measure of prohibition perma- 
nent is questionable. But if the Bundesrath 
wishes to be logical in its legislation it ought to 
go still further and issue a ukase that no more 
pigs shall be grown in Germany. 

At this moment we are far more in danger 
of becaming infected from neighboring Saxony 
than from this distant America. It would be 
wise for the American Government to have in- 
spectors of pork for export, as it has for local 
consumption, perhaps; but the main burden of 
inspection must always remain with the coun- 
try importing the food.“ 

The Bundesrath, Prof. Virchow said, do not 
appear to have troubled themselves to ask for 
medical or scientific evidence on the mat- 
ter before them. They passed the ordi- 
nance, which subsequently received the 
Emperor's signature, not in the inter- 
est of sanitary precautions, but, as Prof. 
Virchow said to me, in the interests of the 
great land-owners, whose profits had been so 
seriously diminished by the importation of 
cheap food from the United States. 


CANADIAN PAOTFIO. 


What the Dominion Government Is to 
Be Asked to Do for the Company, 
Orrawa, Ont., Jan. 30.—[Special.]|—Sir John 
Macdonald will introduce the Canadian Pacific 
resolutions tomorrow. Amongst other things 
Parliament will be asked to loan the company 
an amount in money not exeeeding $22,500,000, 
to be repaid to the Government on or before 
the Ist of May, 1891, with interest at 5 
per cent per annum, payable half-yearly 
until the payment of the priscipal, and that as 
part of said loan the Government may pay to 
the company forthwith such amount, not ex- 
ceeding $7,500,000, as is required by the com- 
pany to extinguish its present floating debt. 
As security for repayment oi the loan, and as 
additional security for the payment of the 
$7,380,912 and interest falling due the 7th of 
November, 1888, the Government shall 
have a first lien and charge upon 
the entire property of the company, 
real and personal, now owned or

Telegraph Company to accept positions in the 
Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph Company is re- 
garded by many as indicating the probability 
that the Western Union is preparing to absorb 
| its new rival with the latter's recent National 
Line acquisition. All inquiries made of the 
chief officials of the two companies elicit only 
the most vigorous denials. The denials do not 
show that the report is false. It is mentioned 
as a curious fact that in the case of many pre- 
vious consolidations denials of any intention of 
doing so were made up to the very day the act 
was accomplished. A prominent telegraph 
man said today that, while he did not think the 
Western Union would absorb the B. & 0., “ 
yet more surprising things than that had 


happened. If it should be found advantageous 


to both sides there will certainly be consolida- 
tion. “Denials do not count for much,” he 
sud. Why, the very day the Atlantic & Pa- 
cific was brought into the Western Union sys- 


tem the President of the A. & P. made an 


official "denial that any such step was con- 
‘templated. He had the contracts in his desk 
at the time. This I know to be a fact, so the 


reported consolidation may be a fact notwith- 
standing the emphatic denials.” 
DENIALS FROM OTHER OFFICIALS, 


Mr. Summerville, Superintendent of the press 


service of the Western Union, said today that 
he did not believe there was any intention to 
consolidate with the Baltimore & Ohio. The 
resignations had no significance. Since the 
lease of the Mutual Union the Western 
Union has had a superabundance of 
good Telegraphers. The company has 
been carrying them along, but it 
has really had more good men than it needed. 
The employment of Bates and the others by 
the Baltimore & Ohio merely shows that that 
company was in need of experienced telegraph 
men, and that it had to come to the Western 
Union for them, Mr. Bates’ place in the West- 


‘ern Union has not been filled by the employ- 


ment of an additional man. 0 

Mr. A. R. Brewer, Secretary of the Western 
Union, said: “The Western Union has got 
through buying rival concerns. It will not 
buy any more telegraph companies except at 
Sheriff's sale. There is no significance in the 
resignation of Mr. Bates. He left us because 
he could get a larger salary with the Baltimore 
& Ohio. It is said that Mr. Bates’ salary while 
with the Western Union was $7,000, but the 
Baltimore & Ohio give him 812,000.“ ‘ 

GEN. ECKERT HEARD FROM, 

New Youk, Jan. 30.—Gen. Eckert says that 
the mileage of the Western Union's leased 
lines exceeds the entire Baltimore & Ohio sys- 
tem. F. E. Trowbridge says: The Western 
Union looks upon the purchase of the National 
Line by the Baltimore & Ohio ‘Company with 
favor, because the Western Union, not wishing 
the line, was glad to find it falling into the 


hands of friends.”

The Old Theatre, Young as It Is, to | 


Give Place Practically toa New 
Dramatie Temple. 


The Entire Front of the Building to Be 
Devoted to Entrances—Art Gallery 
and Lounging-Room. 


The Grand Foyer—Changes in Seating Arrange- 
ments—Elaborate Proscenium Boxes—The 


Stage—Decorations. 


When Haverly’s Theatre is thrown open to 
the public next season it wil? be one of the most 
elegant places of amusement on the continent. 
Messrs. Kimball & Wised@ell, the New York 
architects selected by Manager C. H. McCon- 
nell to prepare the plans and superintend the 
remodeling of the interior, have already out- 
lined a general plan of the improvements to be 
made. As previously stated, the stores and 
offices will be vacated and the building devoted 
exclusively to amusement purposes. This will 


admit of an entire new arrangement of the en- 


trances and will igsure easy ingress and egress 
for the full sesting capacity of the house. 
The main entrarice will not be changed from 
its present logation, but the elevator will 
be abolished ay.d an additional five feet thrown 


into the lobby, giving a uniform breadth of 


twenty-two Net. This, in addition to the doors 
opening on the street from the art gallery and 
gentleman’; lounging-parlor, will give sanple 
means of egress from the main floor and bal- 


cony. 
CARRIAGE ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The av ning will be extended across the en- 
tire frov.t of the theatre so that three carriages 
can loasi or unload at the same time instead of 
eme as at present. The carriages can also ap- 
}eroac?, from both the east and west, and the 
up ants enter or leave the theatre from any 
of tb o three exits. An original system of ex- 
teri¢ x lighting of a unique and brilliant charac- 
ter’ will be designed, and the artistic treatment 
of the glass in the windows and doors, includ- 
im the introduction of opalescent glass and 
Je wels, will present a strikingly effective com- 
r nation of hand-painted figures and orna- 
With the views to be had of the art 
gallery and lounging parlor from the street the 
general effect will be impressive and inviting. 

The steps in the vestibule have been found 
objectionable and will be removed. The walls 
and ceilings will te ornamented in keeping with 
the remainder of the house. To the right and 
left of the vestibule are entrances to the art- 
gallery and ladies’ boudoir and the gentlemen's 
smoking and lounging parlor. 

THE ART-GALLERY. 


The art-gallery will be opened to the public 
during the day free of charge. It will not be a 
mere retiring-room, but a richly-appointed 
apartment, through which valuable paintings 
and other works of art will be scattered in pro- 
fusion, some of which are already procured, as 
bas been heretofore mentioned in Tue Tan- 
une. The architectural design of the gallery 
‘will be Venetian throughout, all straight lines 
being broken by richly-carved pillars and arches. 
‘Recessed niches in the walls will contain life- 
size statuary of various subjects and an end- 
Jess array of bric-A-brac will contribute to 
the artistic surroundings. The walls and 
e«eiling surfaces will be elaborately decorated. 
The carpets, furniture, and other appoint- 
ments will be of the richest designs and quality 
«obtainable. The art gallery will be visible 
from and form a part of the grand foyer and 
promenade, into which it merges at the rear. 


When desired, the apartments cau be separated 


by a screen of turned lattice-work, partially 
filled with colored glass. 
THE LOUNGING PARLOR. 


The gentlemen's smoking and lounging par- 
lor will be similarly treated and will have a 
large open fireplace and many cozy nooks. 
The furniture and surroundings will be com- 
fortable and luxurious. The fixtures for light- 
ing will consist of sconce-lights of beveled 
glass, the metal work to be treated as old brass 
tand copper, jeweled, avoiding the usual glare 
and glitter of polished metal. 

THE FOYERS,. 

The foyer is to extend the entire breadth of 
the theatre and will be one of the most attract- 
ive parts of the house. It will be divided by 
arches and pillars from the auditorium, hung 
with richly-embroidered curtains of plush. An 
elaborate fireplace and mantel will be at one 
end, together with an elaborate drinking foun- 
tain of hammered silver. A grand staircase 
will lead to the balcony-foyer, and will be ot 


semicircular form. The balcohy-foyer will 
have a large open well in centre, sur- 
rounded with upholstered sea and from 


which a view of the lower foyer and art-allery 
can be had. The baicony-foyer will also be 
richly appointed and contain many varieties of 
tropical plants and flowers. In addition there 
will be commodious retiring and cloak rooms. 

The. grouping of the entrances and the 
rooms described afford striking vistas from va- 
rious points of observation, and particularly 
from the theatre. The effect will be rich and 
in good taste, the details simple and refined. 
The wall surfaces will be treated with orna- 
ments specially modeled tor this theatre. 3 

THE AUDITORIUM. 

The most striking changes will occur in the 
auditorium, the interior of which is to be com- 
pletely remodeled. Very little, if any, of the 
present interior will remain. The boxes. bal- 
cony, gallery. and proscenium will be entirely 
removed, as well as the seats. Three rows of 
the present seating capacity will be taken out 
of the rear and that amount of space thrown 
into the foyer. The parquet will be reseated 
in curvilinear form. Each seat will be 
focused towards the stage and careful at- 
tention paid to securing a direct line 
of sight to the stage from all 
of the house. The orchestra chairs will form 
an isometric curve from the stage to the 
parquet-circie, There will be three rows of 
boxes on each side of the stage, and the first 


row of the dress-circle will also be divided into 


open-boxes, making thirty in all. 
THE BOXES. 

The proscenium boxes are to be models of 
architectural skill. ‘The principal object will 
be to consider the comfort of the occupants so 
far as securing command of the stage is con- 
cerned, and to wed together the various curves 
and projections that the elaborate seating ar- 
rangement will create so that they will not 
present isolated features but important 
factors of the general effect. The divisions of 
the boxes will form strongly accentuated lines 
of support, and extend up to the ceiling, 
where they will enter into and become of 
practical value in the important sub- 
divisions. These supports will be elab- 
orately enriched with panels and columns. 
The front will be broad in treatment, present- 
ing an artistic arrangement of richly-orma- 
mented archesand graceful curves. The effect 
of the boxes wil) be the result of studies from 
the balconies found opening on the Grand 
Canal in Venice. Rich and elaborate orna- 
mentation in panels and forms will unite the 
boxes with a shadow-box, the whole blending 
with the proscenium arch. The shadow-box 
forms an area of repose and completely isoiates 
the stage from the auditorium. 

THE STAGE. 

The front of the stage will be projected 
twelve feet and will be so remodeled that the 
occupants of the boxes will not be annoyed by 
the glare of the footlights. In the alterations 
it is proposed to make the new arch more pro- 


portionable but without in any way 
destroying its value. Instead of the. 
usual scenic drop-curtain, there will be 


an elaborately-embroidered and jeweled cur- 
tain of plush and satins, which will have an 
—" backing, making it absolutely fire- 
proof, 
OTHER CHANGES. 

While it is the intention of the architects to 
introduce throughout the work the general 
feeling of repose that 1s found in the elaborate 
fagades and interiors of the most noted 
Venetian palaces, they will not aliow them- 
selves to be fettered by any stringent. regard 
for the severe forms of the Venetian style. 
Portions of the wall surfaces will be decorated 
with designs adopted from ideas to be found in 
the jeweled altar of St. Mark’s Church in Ven- 
ice. is style will allow the introduction of 
natural flowers, foliage, and amma! forms in 
its details. The ceiling is to be very handsome, 
and formed by groupings of enriched fan- 
shaped pendants, connected by cusped arches 
from which lights of special design will besus- 
pended, producing a grand effect. The lines of 
the galleries will also be largely altered. 
THE DECORATIONS. 

The decorations will be Venetian in 
design. The wal! surfaces will be covered with 
ornaments constructed of fibrious-plaster, se 
cured to the walls by screws. The plaster will 
be decorated in varying tones of bronzes in the 
various shades of gold, copper, and fire. The 
ground tone will be buff and blue with an in- 
termingling of reds, greens, and blacks among 
the bronzes to accentuate the special features 
from which points the strong and leading 
architectural lines of the boxes will stand out 
in bold contrast. These tones of bronzes and 
colors, together with the use of jewels intro- 
duced into the wall surfaces, will produce

PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE. 

The architects have received special instruc- 
tions to make the building as near fire-proof as 
possible, and to introduce every appliance that 
will tend to its safety and, that of the public. 
Over the stage will be introduced a large sky- 
light; which will be arranged so that by the 
cutting or burning of a cord it will automat- 
ically open and allow the egress of smoke. Un- 
derneath the gridiron and around the stage 
Will be arranged a system of automatic fire-ex- 
tinguishers. The appliances are so construct 
ed thatthe moment they are subjected toa 
heat of 150° they will open and shower the 
stage and scenery in every direction. The nec- 

ressure of water required for their

supply will be obtained by an automatic pump 
with the water-main

that supplies the building. By means 
of a sensitive automatic attachment 


to the steam-valve, the pump will work at the 
slightest reduction of pressure at any of the 
plumbing fixtures in the building. Conse- 
quently, when one of the extinguishers com- 
mences to work the pump starts, and the pres- 
sure at which tne valve is set is maintained. 
‘This arrangement has been successfully intro- 
duced into the Madison Square Theatre and the 
<asino in New York. In addition to those 
already mentioned other improvements will be 
suggested as the work advences, and if Mr. 
McConnell fulfills his promises Chicago will 
have a theatre that will be unexcelled in point 
of beauty and safety. 


BOOMING FOR MORRISON. 


A Cold Day for Democracy if Harrison 
Is Nominated for Governor. 
Peoria Democrat (Dem.), Jan. 27: The ma- 
jority of people admit the truth of the old 
proverb that honesty is the best policy.“ and 
though a few may be doubtful on this point it 
isan obvious fact that though for time a 
manmay be dishonest to others and still be 
successful, if he is not homest to himself he is 
bound to fail. A man who deceives or tries to 
deceive himself into a belief that right is 
wrong, or that wrong is right, cannot succeed 
in his undertakings, for the simple reason that 
he bas no foundation, or at best a rotten one 
to build on. 

This axiom applies as well to political parties 
as to individuals, and no better illustration is 
required to prove its correctness than the dis- 
astrous failures in the history of the Demo- 
cratic party during the last twenty years. 

In 1864 the party nominated a soldier, a War 
man, for President and an anti-War man for 
Vice-President, and to add to this incongruity 
they were nominated on a peace platform. 

In 1868 they nominated a hard-money man 
for President, with a blatherskite for Vice- 
President, on a Greenback platform, with an- 
other failure as the result. : 

In 1872, so lost had the party become to the 
principles of true Democracy, so anxious were 
they to curry favor with their political oppo- 
nents, that, like dogs, they were ready to lick 
the feet of those who kicked them, and, like a 
harlot, lost to all sense of virtue and even com- 
mon decency, prostituted the grand oid princi- 
ples of Jefferson and Jackson by nominating to 
the highest position of honor in the gift of the 
people two men who had said more bitterthings 
against the Democracy than any other two men 
inthe country—men who in fact were Black 
Republicans at heart, and had been such all 
their lives, and their nomination was sim- 
ply on account of this base, craven desire to 
seek favor trom the enemy. 

In 1876 the light of returning resson began 
to shed its rays upon the party, and sound

principles were again vindicated by the voice 
of the people, but owing to lack of courage on 
the part of their leaders, who,cowed by past de- 
feats, sat still and allowed the Republican 
thieves with unblushing effrontery to take from 
them what was justly theirs.

In connection with this we cannot urge too 
strongly upon the party in Illinois the necessity 
of consistency in their actions in regard to 
their choice of State officers, and above all the 
putting in nomination a tariff-reform man for 
Governor.

Carter Harrison has thousands of men in 
Chicago who under the whip can be relied on 
to vote for him for Mayor, but who cannot be 
relied on to vote for any other Democratic. 
nominee—and men who are ready to bolt at the 
first convenient opportunity. Of course he de- 
sires to convey the impression that his strength 
inthe State as well asin Chicagois greater 
than that of any other possible nominee—but 
this is fallacious, and the National Democrat 
ventures the assertion that this gentleman is 
neither the choice of the Democracy of the City 
of Chicago nor of the State of Illinois. 

The National D has no particular 
candidate to boom for Governor, and we are 
always open to conviction, and any good, sound 
Democrat, right on the taritf and other ques- 
tions on the successful management of which. 
the welfare of the party and tne people of the 
country depends, will have our hearty support 
and good wishes. But we wish to say that it 
will be a cold day in Illinois when the National 
Democrat is found supporting protective tariff 
men like Carter Harrison to run for State offices 
alongside of such men as William R. Morrison.

the fact insisted on by them that Illinois has 
never given a majority of less than 20,000 
against the Democracy in a Presidential 
fight. They would not object to giving 
Morrison a minor place in the Cabinet 
in event of Democratic success, but they do 
not see his qualifications for the high office 
of President. Itis true, they say, that Mor- 
rison has sustained the McDonald position on 
the tariff; but they do not believe he is wiser 
on. subject than that crammed into him by 
cert well-known gentlemen, one of whom 
has the credit of preparing his tariff bill which 
he reported in the Forty-fourth Congress. They 
say the bill was good enough for the times, and 
might have been passed under better manage- 
ment. Morrison's present scheme of a horizon- 
tal reduction of 10, 15, or 20 per cent they re- 
gard as an abandonment of the true Democratic 
doctrine. In proofof this they point to the 
Democratic platform of 1876 at St. Louis, which 
especially denounces the Republican tariff for 
its inequalities. The same charge was made by 
allthe Democrats during the last Congress, 
and now they say Mr. Morrison, by this step, 
which any tyro could make, shows his incapac- 
ity to deal with the subject. 

On the other hand, Morrison’s friends are not 
inactive. They have captured one or two of 
the McDonald Senators, and are looking about 
for alliances even with Democratic protection- 
ists, to whom they say that their proposed sys- 
tem of horizontal reduction does not seriously 
interfere with existing discriminations in favor 
of the manufacturer. McDonald’s candidacy 
for the Presidency, they affect to believe, is 
merely the creation by a few Senators who 
wanta soft thing for themselves. They ask 
where McDonald’s strength is to come from. 
Morrison had the vote of Illinois and Missouri 
in 1880 at Cincinnati, but there is no proof that 
McDonald can get the delegation from his own 
State or carry it if nominated. They urge that 
McDonald has had ample opportunity in the 
Senate to distinguish himself, but has never 
done so, and they ask what possible strength 
he could give to the Democratic party in any 
of the States where the battle must be won. 

The contest between Morrison and McDonald 
is apparently equally balanced, and the late 
speech of Mr. Payne throws both in the shade. 
As yet the talk thus indicated is in whispers 
and with bated breath, but it will not be long 
before it is violent and more demonstrative. 


Indiana’s Favorit Son—A Hoosier De- 
scribes His Distinguished Neighbor, 
Mr. Joseph E. McDonald. 
Lawrenceburg (Ind.) Press; McDonald sat 

somewhat shrunken in a black suit he once had 
filled, plainly g remnant of a departed age. A 
rounded and rosy corpulence had become 
somewhat flabby, and his thin, long hair could 
not give size enough to his head to suit a 
statesman’s place. You could neither find the 
hight nor breath you sought. The eyes haa 
fallen in some, and seemed inoffensive holes. 
His face is beginning to have the drooping, 
leathery appearance of age, and, though 
pleasantly benignant, did not seem 
complete without a streak of tobacco-juice 
pendant from each corner of his mouth. The 
figure belonged plainly to the hog-and-hominy 
period of Indiana history; to the simple days 
when the typical Indiana farmer hauled his 
wheat fifty miles, sold it for 50 cents a bushel, 
and paid 25 cents a yard for calico—a forever- 
honored and noble period—but it was thirty, 
forty, fifty years ago. The mills were on the 
creeks. There was no steam; there were no 
railroads, no factories, no machinery, no bug- 
gies, pianos, or thrashing-machines in the coun- 
try—no tin-bucket brigades in the cities. There 
were no cities. But there was free trade, wild- 
cat banks, and Democracy, and robust Rep- 
resentative McDonald. Yet, shade of the 
lust magnificent twenty-five years, here 
sits the remains, posing for the Presi- 
dency. Does the old man know that the 
son of the farmer of his time manures his 
land, sends his sons and daughters off to col 
lege, drives a reaper and a carriage, deposits in 
a bank, sells his wheat for a dollar, and finds a 
station within five miles?

CAPTURED AT LAST. 


An Indiana Murderer Eludes the Of- 
ficers Three Years, but Is Finally 
Apprehended in Kansas,

ing in double irons Henry Augustine, a mur 
derer whom be had captured near Cawker City, 
Kas. When nearing La Porte Augustine was 
afraid of being lynched on arrival. A large 
crowd met him at the depot, and he is now in 
jail. Court meets Monday, and he will proba- 
bly be tried next week. The prisoner is 22 
years old. The feeling inthe community is in 
faver of hanging him. The officers had beer, 
watching the correspondence of a woman at 
Neponeet, III. , since the crime, and threugh 
this means discoyered Augustine, wht was 
passing under the alias of Strothers. 

[The night of Dec. 31, 1880, the pr¥,oner mur- 
dered his uncle, James Augustine, ap; his cousin, 
Cris Augustine, and attempted the ‘murder of his 
aunt, the wife of James, and another cousin, James 
Jr. A family dispute had long ex¥sted over money 
and property left by the grandfay,er of the prison- 
er, who claimed that his uncle James had secured 
more than his rightful shame by unfair means. 
New Year's Eve, 1880, Auwustine went to the 
house of his uncle, abeaot ten miles west 
of La Porte, and took with him candy 
and a bottle of liquor. It was afterwards discov- | 
ered that both the candy and liquor were poisoned. | 
After spending the evening together the family re- 
tired for the night, the prisoner going up-stairs to 
sleep with his cousin James. About midnight the 


murderer passed down-stairs to the room 
where the old folks were sleeping and 
shot them. The boys, hearing the shots, 
came down. Cris was shot and fell dead.

His sister furnished him a 
fresh supply of clothing and he made his escape.

THEY ORGANIZE FOR CONCERTED POLITICAL 
ACTION—A LETTER FROM FREDERICK DOUG 
LASS. 

A conference of the State Executive Com- 
mittee appointed by the Colored Men's Con- 
vention which met at Springfield, III., Oct. 16, 
was held in Bethel Church yesterday afternoon. 

object of the State Convention was to as- 
sist in developing the educational, mechanical, 
business, and political interests of the colored 
people. A National convention is now looked 
torward to. 

The following letter from Frederick Douglass 
was read, and an audiBle hiss was heard when 
the writer’s name was announced: 

„„ „ Tam for the convention and for 
every other lawful means calculated to wake 
up the Nation to the foul, haggard, and ghastly 
crimes against the colored people of the South. 
So far as the protection of constitational rights 
is concerned, the American Government is a 
huge lie—a stupendous sham. It Jeaves the col- 
ored people, not to law, but to anarchy—not to 
peaceful, legal means of exercising their rights, 


cut-throats. Iam glad to see you young men 
moving in this matter. New men are needed 
for new occasions. The whole country needs 
to be,aroused from its death-like indifference, 
and the Republican party at the North should 
be plainly told that it can only have the colored 
man’s vote by protecting the colored man’s 
constitutional right to vote. We want no more 
conciliation of Southern cut-throats. The 
party which shall place upon its banner with 
the emphasis of honesty the purpose to make 
no truce with lawlesness, and the determina- 
tion to stamp it out at all hazards, will carry 
the colored vote, and I believe will carry the 
country next fall.“ 

An address was then made by the Rev. C. 8. 
Smith, of Bloomington, upon the objects of 
the meeting and the good which it was hoped 
would arise therefrom. He made an earnest 
appeal tor justice for the colored people, and 
read a letter which he had received from a 
white man in business in Memphis, Tenn. 
acknowledging and deprecating the abuse of 
negroes in the South. 

After a few more speeches from different 
members Mr. Barrett moved that a cail be 
issued asking that a convention consisting of 
representatives from the States of Indiana, 
Iihnois, Ohio, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, New York, and New Jersey be held 
in Pittsburg, Pa., April 29, for the purpose of 
taking steps toward bettering the condition of 
the colorea race throughout the country gen- 
erally, and also to properly organize the col- 
ored voters in the Northern States. The mo- 
tion was adopted. 

A Special Conference Committee, consisting 
of Messrs. Barrett, Smith, Casey, McKay, and 
Mathews, and the Chair,was then appointed for 
the purpose of currying out the suggestions 
proposed with the different States named in the 
circular. The advisability of adding Kansas to 
the States named was also discussed, but no 
definit action taken.

FAST DRIVING. 
. THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION DETERMINED TO 
STOP IT IN THE BUSINESS CENTRE. 
Messrs. R. S. Critchell, J. M. W. Jones, H. H. 
Carr, Albert Hayden, Conrad Witkowski, and 
J. J. Parkhurst, a committee of the Citizens’ 
Association, have issued a circular approved 
by John L. Thompson, President of the asso- 
ciation, in reference to a subject which is well 
deserving of sharp and decided action. In this 
circular the attention of the members of the 
Citizens’ Association is called to the city ordi- 
nance in regard to fast driving. The daily oo- 
currence of accidents from this cause is stated 
to be a fact so well known that some means 
should be taken to prevent them. The enforce- 
meut of the ordinance, it is believed, can best 
be facilitated by individual effort, as public 
officers cannot be expected to act, except upon 
complaint, in cases that do not occur in their 
presence. The members of the association are 
therefore called upon to give aid by furnishing 
information of vioiations, when they notice 
them, to the nearest policeman or to 


send an account of the facts with 
the names of the offenders and the 
witnesses to the office of the association. The 


telephone number of this office is 1,313. As in 
the case of the Humane Society, it will often 
be a convenience to make complaint by tele 
It is doubiful whether all the members 
of the Citizens’ Association itself are familiar 
with the city ordinance on the subject. It pro- 
vides, among other things, that no person shall 
ride or drive any horse in the city with a 
greater speed than at the rate of six miles per 
hour, under the penalty of $10 for each offense. 
As a standard of comparison, it may be stated 
that the South Side cable-cars run from Madi- 
son to Twenty-second street at the rate of six 
miles per hour, and if a member of the asso- 
ciation sees a carriage, or team, Or an express- 
wagon which isexceeding in any marked de- 
‘gree the speed of a cable-car he knows that an 
offense has been committed, and is justified in 
calling the attention of an officer to the fact, if 
one be handy. 

It is also provided, and this is a more essen- 
tial section, that no person, after turning a 
corner, or any street crossing, or intersection 
of any street, shall ride or drive a horse with 
greater speed than at the rate of four miles an 
hour. A standard of comparison may be 
found here in the speed of the cable cars while 
going around the loup. A person walking at a 
sharp rate of speed can keep up with them 
while they are traversing that stretch. Any 
carriage, therefore, seen turning a corner or 
driving across a street intersection at a greater 
rate of speed than a brisk walk can safely be 
brought to the attention of an officer. This 
section is violated at about every street cross- 
ing in the city. The penalty is $10. 

It is also provided that no person can ride or 
drive any horse in or through any alley, or at 
the time of issuing from or quitting the alley, 
with a greater rate of speed than a walk. In 
this case also the penalty is $10. 

There are few persons who have not noticed 
express-wagons and other vehicles dashing 
rapidly and unexpectedly out of alleys or 
places which open on Clark or Lake streets, 
and on very many occasions it is only by a 
miracle that persons have escaped with their 
lives. If a member of the Citizens’ Association 
were to station himself at the corner of Court 
place and Clark street be couldin the course of 
a day collect violations enough at $10 penalty 
to pay the wages of a dozen policemen fora 
month. 

There are other provisions regarding sleigu- 
bells and forbidding the leaving of a horse un- 
hitched which are not so essential, as is like- 
wise the section requiring all cross-walks to be 
kept free from wagons or carriages or horses, 
except so far as may be necessary for crossing 

them, 4 this latter section is pretty generally 
obse 


rved. 

It is to be hoped, and there is no doubt the 
hope will become a reality, that the members 
of the Citizens’ Association will pay attention 
to this. As the population of the city increases, 
as the throng and crowd in the heart of Chi- 
cago swells, so does the danger from reckless 
driving increase. There are now several cor- 
ners where it is unsafe to cross after dark, and 
the number of these is increasing daily. One 
or two hundred arrests and fines imposed on 
information furnished by members of the Citi- 
zens’ Association will work a most salutary 
change, and will be apt to put a stop to fast 
driving, at least where it is most us— 
in the business centre of the city. 


IN JUDGMENT. 
** ACCIDENTAL ”’ SHOOTING. 

Another murder trial where ‘accidental 
shooting will be the defense was begun be- 
fore Judge Gardner yesterday. Nicolaus Red- 
mond is the defendant. New-Year’s Eve, Janu- 
ary, 1883, he was celebrating with a lot of com- 
panions, who made things lively by firing off 
pistols. Moses Johnson and his father were 
passing along Throop street, near Jackson, 
when Redmond discharged his revolver. The 
bullet struck Johnson, and five days after- 
wards he died. In his ante-mortem statement 
he that he heard Redmond exclaim: ** Give 
it to the —— —— —.

THE ALLEGED DIAMOND THIEF. 

A jury in Judge Hawes’ branch of the Crim- 
inal Court decided that Charles Grimm, the al- 
leged diamond thief, who was on trial for steal- 
ing a valuable ring from F. B. Norris & Co., is 
not guilty. The verdict created general sur- 
prise, as it was confidently expected that the 
man would be convicted, the evidence going 
directly against him. One of the jurymen was 
asked for an explanation of this verdict. He 
stated that technically Grimm might have been 
gulity, but legally was not. The prosecution at- 
tempted to prove that the defendant entered 
the store ostensibly to buy a watch, but when 
he was arrested no money was found on his 
person. The sworn twelve therefore disre- 
garded that part of the testimony, concluding 
thereby that it was a case of mistaken identity, | 
inasmuch as Grimm proved a flimsy alibi. He 
alleged that at the time of the commission 
of the crime he was absent from 
the city. Assistant-State's-Attorney Thom- 
son thinks that he will yet 
be able to convince some jury that Grimm 
ought to be punished. There are two other 
indictments pending against him for the 
larceny of two rings from the so-called Dia- 
mond Palace and Giles Brothers’ store.

Court by Karl Schroll against Andrew Rit 
and Alanson F. Noble asking for an accouwnt- 
ing and injunction. According to the pill, 
Schroll is the inventor of a device for bon- 
sumption of smoke and other gases *proceed- 
ing from combustion in furnaces, his device 


being called Schroll's keless Boller- 
Furnace,” and having been patented 
Oct. 31, 1882. It has been indorsed 


Association, and Complainant 
is a German unacquainted with the English 
language and comparatively illiterate. Ist 
of May last he was induced to enter into an 
agreement of partnership with Andrew Ritter, 
by which the latter was to have a quarter in- 
terest in the patent on payment of $1,000 cash. 
Schroll was also to receive $100 royalty on 
every furnace made. Ritter was to furnish 
all iron grates. and castings necessary. Soon 
after this Ritter brought Noble to Schroll and 
insisted that he should have an interest in the 
business by way of commission on the sale of 
furnaces. In June last Schroll obtained a con- 
tract from J. V. Farwell & Co. to put four of 
his smokeless furnaces in the bernacle 
Block, the pricé being $325 each. Noble took 
on himself to sign the contract under 
the name of Karl Schroll & Co. without any 
authority to do so. Schroll did all the work of 
putting in the furnaces, working all day and 
part of the nicht for six weeks, and often 
sleeping in the furnace-room at night. The 
entire bill including extras was $1,351.05, and 
was collected by Noble without any authority. 
Ritter subsequently paid over to) complainant 
$136, representing that was all that was left 
after paying all bills for material and labor. 
Out of the $136 Schroll was obliged to pay $20 
for sand and lime, leaving him only $116 for 
bis six weeks’ work. Schroll claims he was 
obliged on account of his ignorance to trust 
Ritter and Noble, but he finds they have de- 
frauded him badly, and he has been informed 
they bought cigars with part of the profits, and 
used them to bribe Furwell’s employés. The 
cigars were charged to Schroll at the rate of 
$10 a hundred. The furnaces cost only $200 
apiece, so that there is at least $700 to be ac- 
counted for by the defendants. 

In conclusion Schroll charges that Ritter and 
Noble have conspired to cheat him and get pos- 
session of his patent and business. They have 
systematically tried to depreciate the value of 
the patent even while pretending to be his part- 
ners, and have been telling; his customers that 
his device was useless so as to ruin his busi- 
ness. At the same time they have been repre- 
senting to others that they were interested in 
the business and had invented improvements 
witbout which the original device was worth- 
less, and that Schroll had no knowledge or 
sense and could not understand anything. For 
these very cogent. reasons Schroll asks that his 
contfact with the defendants may be canceled 
and set aside, and that the defendants may be 
compelled to account for the profits they have 
received and may be enjoined from interfering 
with his business or representing themselves 
as interested in it.

the completion of the new City-Hall were two- 
fold. The city had no money to devote to the 
work, and the idea was erroneous that several 
hundred thousand dollars had been received 
from the West Division City Railway Company 
in settlement of the suit against the corporation 
for car-licenses, which sum was sufficient to 
complete the new City-Hall and was to be devot- 
ed to that purpose. The sum received was only 
$48,000, and this could not be devoted to any 
special purpose, but was paid into the Treasury 
like any other city revenue. Another reason 
was that the completion of the new City-Hall 
was the least important thing for which an 
estimate was made. The City Government can 
and should stay in the old buildimg until there 
is enough money to complete the new one. All 
the estimates had been cut down, for all the 
heads of departments wanted so much that 
there would not be money enough to go around 
on the scale demanded. The Controller also 
end that the $100,000 which he allowed, 
th the $100,000 appropriated by the Council 
out of the general fund, was enough to finish 
all of the new building needed by the City 
Government. The plastering is about com- 
pleted, and, when finished, the lower part could 
be frescoed and finished and made ready for 
occupancy regardless of finishing the top 
story. This could be done with $290,000, 
and the City Government could move in next 
fall. Asthe upper part was desired by the 
Board of Education and the courts, he thought 
they might finish it themselves. He thought 
also that the heads of the departments were 
not particularly chagrined at his reductions, as 
they were getting as much as they had ex- 
pected. His estimate that if the Harper 
license-law goes into effect there will be 3,000 
licenses issued—600 at $500 and 2,400 at $150— 
was based on a belief that four out of five 
saloonkeepers would take out the latter kind 
of license and sell whisky fraudulently.

| AFRAID OF JURIES. 

FOR THE FIRST TIME IN MANY YEARS CRIM- 
INALS HAVE LOST CONFIDENCE IN THEM. 
There is a great deal of reluctance of late 
on the part of prisoners to be tried by jury; 
they ali want to submit their cases to the 
oourt,“ said a Deputy Sheriff at the Criminal 
Court yesterday. 
What is the reason of that?” inquired a 
TRIBUNE reporter. 

“It’s on account of the new jury system. It 
has wrought a remarkable change in the cali- 
bre of juries. Undgr the old way of selecting 
jurymen the criminals were enabled to know 
just who was to decide their fate, and not in- 
frequently there was a great deal of coriniving 
with jurors—to put it mildly—who could be 
approached. Now the thing is different. The 
names are drawn from a box in a manner that 
insures panels which cannot be tampered with. 
There have been no complaints, and we get 
bettermentoserve. The truth of this is made 
apparent when you look at the verdicts that 
have recently been rendered. In nearly every 
instance a heavy punishment is inflieted on in- 
corrigible criminals, and they know it, too. 
That's why they want the Judges to try them. 
Formerly this scheme could be worked with 
one or two of the Judges, but of late all of 
them refuse to try felonies without a jury, be- 
cause several who were convicted secured new 
trials on the ground that the court could not 
legally try them without ajury. If this good 
work goes on—and I have no doubt that it will 
be continued—Chicago’s criminal class will 
seek a new field of labor. As soon as they are 
made aware that they will be dealt with severe-

Heated Debate in the Texas House—A 
Duel Probable. 
the discussion in the House of Representatives 
here today on the bill prescribing punishment 
tor fence-cutting and other lawlesmess now agi- 
tating Texas an exciting war of words took 
F lace between the Hon. R. R. Hazlewood, of 
‘Delta County, and the Hon. L. L. Foster, of 
Limestone County, proprietor of the Lime- 
stone New Era. The dispute arose by Hazie- 
wood, at the moment of adjournment last 
night, stating that Foster took such a part in 
behalt of the lawless element that his photo- 
graph should be affixed to every measure en- 
acted by the present Legislature. The words 
were couched in a =~stinging and bitter 
tone, and at as early an hour as the business 
permitted this forenoon Foster rose to a ques- 
tion of privilege, and in the course of his re- 
marks said that the only measure Hazlewood 
desired to have his photograph attached to was 
the shotgun policy which was introduced a few 
days previous in the House, but which his 
(Hazlewood's) influence withered like the wild 
sirocco’s blast, and so effectually killed that it 
never could rise again in Texas. 
This brought Hazlewood to his feet, who ac- 
cused Foster of sucking the public pap, of 
pandering to the fence-cutters, resisting Gov. 
Ireland's wise measures to suppress crime, and 
opposing every good and just bill introduced in 
the Legislature. 
Foster warmly denied the truth of all the 
charges and said that neither sneers nor the 
personalities of Hazlewood would thwart him 
from the sworn duty his constituents sent him 
to cischarge. He charged Hazlewood with 
wasting public time in personalities, and said 
that if any word or act of his Neral hurt or 
displeased him he would meet Hazlewood at any 
time or place outside the House and make him- 
self responsible for what he had said and done. 
This declaration created excitement, and the 
challenge is now the topic of general conversa- 
tion. Mr. Hazlewood not attend the after- 
noon session, and was excused on the plea of 
sickness. Other motives, however, are attrib- 
uted to his absence. Whether a personal en- 
counter will take place is widely discussed, and 
if Hazlewood’s pluck is equal to Foster's deter- 
mination a hostile meeting is not improbable.

The Mexican Treaty Considered by the 
Connecticut Senate. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—In the 

te today Senator Yale, of Wallingford, a 
large manufacturer, presented a resolution 
favoring the Mexican treaty, and it was tabled 
for future consideration. It recites that, as 
Connecticut is a large manufacturing State, 
and as its manufacturers are stru - 
tend the sales to foreign — the 
duty of the State and National Governments 
to aid them by all just measures to introduce 
their goods among other nations by treaties or 
bounties and by aiding in foreign exhibitions. 
The resolution concludes: That our Senators 
in Congress are requested to vote in favor of 
the ratification of the treaty with Mexico, 
whereby the market of all manufactured goods 
will be extended, and friendly and business re-

Tne 
Rody of the deceased was taken back to his late 
residence, and the interment subsequently made 
t of the cemetery company to make 
rules and regulations as to interment is limited to 
making those that ure reasonable and lawful. The 
regulation that refuses a Christian burial to the 
ot a deceased citizen upon the ground of color 
ie not in my judgment u reasonable regulation, and 
therefore the church had the right to make the in- 
terment. State should not attempt to control 
individuals in their private and social relations as 
Jopg as they do not interfere with the rights 
Legislature should see that the 
civil and political rights of all men, whether white 
or Diack, are protected, and when infringed or vio- 
thet puntenment should follow.
